Ehman et al. teaches a multi-layered printed circuit board comprising a signal line 
with inductive elements 52, the inductive elements having a thin film magnetic ink 54 but 
does not teach any ground connections in the circuit, nor does Ehman et al. teach or 
suggest any connection to ground, thus the claims are in condition for allowance.

Saitou et al. - teaches a thin film ferrite paste.
